The Salvation Army not only recog­ 
nizes these facts but so baudleg each 
case that the danger is m inim ized. It 
not m erely accepts and cares for the 
unfortunates in their blue days of 
trial but gives them a home, finds

Tho demands of cities 
aud com m unities vary but in sub ­ 
stance the buildings will contain: 
A large senior bull, accom m odating

legal and em ploym ent bureaus, finer

room s for stranded fam ilies, 
children, etc., relief departm ent, o f­ 
fices for e x ec u tiv e s,'shower baths, tub 
la th s, reading rooms, library, gym 
naalum, and in som e cases depart­ 
m ents for A m ericanization and com 
m unity work. 
The cost of erecting these buildings 
varies but they w ill be built at as 
low a figure as possible.

child, the school being In atten d an ce 
nine 
m onths 
of 
th e 
year.

an rodm en! changed the
